Another Corn Huskiaft Feat. 


Two Hundred Bushels in 


Ten Hours. 


At 
Shenandoah, 
Iowa, last week 
Charles Reonack folly established his 
right to ‘he title of champion corn husk­ 
er of the world by husking 301 bushels 
and six teen poo ads of corn in ten hours 
one day last 
week, ending at 5:9 0 
o’clock. 
The championship feat was performed 
as the result of a wager of several hun 
dred dollars on the part on the part of 
friends of the young man that he could 
do the work. 
It was the resalt of a 
trial at husking lie made two weeks ago, 
when in nine and a half hours he husked 
131 bashels. 
That feat was doubted, 
many good huskers insisting that it was 
an impossibility to handle tne corn fast 
enough. 
Statements made and refuted 
led to the wager, the first one being ll 75 
that 200 bushels could not be husked in 
ten boars. 
The contest against time took place 
cm the old D. P. Wilson farm, near F ar­ 
ragut, now owned by E. I. Williams, 
and the corn was a field planted and 
grown by Alfred Johnson. 
Ken nae k 
drove into the field at 7 o’clock prompt­ 
ly and began hts nnparaleled feat. 
He 
was accompanied by Mr. H B. Sheeley, 
a young farmer from near this place; 
C. A. Piper, one of the men with much 
faith in Rennack’s ability, and William 
Lyle, a prominent f» rraer living near 
Farragut. 
Mr. Reoneek started out, 
taking two rows aud husked it clean, 
picking up the down corn and taking 
the down corn from the third or adjoin­ 
ing row. 
At the end of one hour aud 
twenty minutes he had filled a low 
wagon box containing twenty-two bush­ 
els and ten pounds 
He directed the team himself and af­ 
ter being well warmed up his trained 
rn ase lei moved with the precision of an 
engine. 
At ll o’clock he had husked 
ninety-eight bushels, five loads having 
been driven iu. 
At 13:30 the biggest 
half of the day's work was begun, and 
the judges, e{x-ct« tors (they were kept 
at a distance), and others began to grow 
nervous, but the young mao only let 
out auother cog. and the corn flew 
faster. 
At one time during the afternoon for 
several minutes the average rate of 
speed at which corn was thrown toward 
the wagon box wa* thirty seven ears a 
minute 
The last ear was tossed into 
the wagon at 5:30 o’clock, and then the 
weighing was finished.
